Hee affects no life er 
qualitie for it {elte, bur for gaine; and that 
at leaft, ro the ſtaring him in a Tuſtice of 
peace ſhip, which is rhe firſt quickning ſoule 
{uperadded to the clementary and inanimate 
forme of his new Title. His Termes are his 
wiucs vacations. Yer ſheethen may yſurpe 
diucrs Court-dayes,and hath her Returnes 
in Menſem,for writs of carry: often ſhorter. 
His vacations are her Termers.But in afliſe 
time ( thecircuit being long) hee may hauc 
atriall at home againſt him by Nz# prize. 
No way to heauen, hee thinkes, ſo wiſe, as 
through Weſtminſter Hall, and his Clarkes 
commonly through it viſit both heauen & 
hell. Yer then hee oft forgets his iourneys 
end, although heleoke on the Starre-cham- 
ber, Neyther is hee wholly deſtitute of the 
Arts. Grammer he hath enough to make ter- 
minations of thoſe words which his autho- 
ritic hath indenizon'd. Rhetoricke Come; but 
lo little, that irs thought a concealement.

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tiplication , there's a Statute againſt ir. So 
much Geomerrie,that he can aduiſe ina Per- 
ambulatione facienda, or a Rationalibus dini- 
ſfs.In Aitronomie and Aſirologie he is lo farre 
ſcene, that by the Domrmicall letter, hee 
knowes the Holy-dayes,and findes by Cal. 
culation that 2/ichaelmas Terme will bee 
long and dirty, Marry, he knowes ſo much 
in Muſicke,that he ates onely the moſt 8& 
cunningeſt Dzſcords, rarely a perte& Cor- 
cord,eſpecially ſong, except iz fime. His skill 
in Perſpective endeauours much to decetue 
the eye of the Law , andgiues many falſe 
colours. Hee is ſpecially practiſed in Necro- 
mancie ( ſuch a kind as is out of the Statate 
of Primzo ) by ray{ing many dead queſtions.
